% KH f prefent Majefty’s Reign, intituled, “ An ACt for regulating 

-the Trade of Ireland to and from the Eaft Indies, under certain § p . \ °i. 1 
‘f Conditions and Provifions, for a Time therein mentioned,” it is among 
other things EnaCted, that no Goods, Wares, or Merchandizes of the 
Growth, Produdt, or Manufacture of the Countries or Ports within the 
Limits of the exclusive Trade of the United Company of Merchants of Eng- 
land trading to the Eaft Indies, fhall be permitted or allowed to be carried 
to or imported into or landed in Ireland , but fuch only as fhall be laden and 
(hipped at the Port of London in Britifhor Irifh Ships : 

And whereas it may happen that Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, the 
Growth, Produdi, or Manufacture of the Countries and Places aforefaid, 
may arrive at fome Port or Place in Ireland, in purfuance or in confequence 
of certain Orders in Council relative to Trade and Navigation ; and it is 
expedient that Provifion fhould be made relpeCting the fame : 

'Be it therefOte (£na£te!3 by the KING’S Moft Excellent Majesty, by ships arriving

which fhall arrive in any Port of Ireland, in purfuance or in confequence Coundi^thaU 
of any Order of His Majefty in Council, or of any Order by the Lord London with- 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors and the Privy Council | dr _ 
of Ireland, fhall confift of any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize whatever, of fcitureon 
the Growth, ProduT, or Manufacture of any Country or Place within the Sgcome 
the Limits of the Charter granted to the United Company of Merchants of to Ireland. 
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Fn<*and trading to the Eaft Indies, fuch Veffd lhall forthwith be per- 
mitted to proceed and lhall proceed to the Port of London and he fard 
Ship or Veffel, and the laid Goods, Wares, and Merchandize lhall be there 
dealt with according to Law ; and fbch Ship or Veffel, or the Goods, Tackle 
or' Furniture of thlfame, or any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize laden 
therein, lhall not be fubjeft or liable to any Penalty °r Forfeiture under the 
faid recited Aft of the Thirty-third year of His prefect Majefty s Reign, 
on account of having come into inch Port contrary to any ot the Provtfions > 
in the -faid recited Aa contained, any thing in the find rented AS to the 
contrary not vv ithflanding. 

Provided always, and be it Enafled, That if it lhall appear to the 
fatisfaflion of the ColleSor, Comptroller, or other proper Officer of any 
Port in Ireland, by the Report of any \effel which lliall arrive at fuch Port, 
with any Cargo, Part whereof lhall eonfift of Goods, Wares, or Merchan- 
dize of the Growth, Produil, or Manufacture of any Country or Place 
within the Limits of the Charter granted to the faid United Company of 
Merchants of England trading to the Eaft Indies, that fuch Goods, Wares, 
and Merchandize do not exceed in Value One- fourth Part of the. whple 
Value of the Cargo of fuch Veffel, then and 1 in fuch Cafe it lhall be lawful 
for the Owner, Confignee, or Captain of fuch Veffel, after giving fuch Se- 
curity as lhall be direfted by the Commiffioners of Cuftoms and Port Duties 
Ireland or any of them, for the due Conveyance of fuch 

Goods, Wares, and Merchandize as aforefaid to the Port of London, to laud 
the Caroo of fuch Veffel at the Port of her Arrival, except fuch Goods, 
Wares and Merchandize of the Growth, Produt or Manufature afore- 
fakl and either tocaufe fuch Goods, Wares, and Merchandize to be con- 
veyed in the fame Ship to the Port of London or to caule the fame to be 
tranlhipped in order to be conveyed to the laid Port, upon the faid Security 
. and under fuch Regulations and Reftriftions for fecunng the conveying the 
fame to the faid Port as lhall be direted by the faid Commiffioners of Cuftoms 
'and Port Duties, any thing in the faid recited Aft of the Thirty-third year 
of His prefent Majefty s Reign to the contrary thereof m any wife not- 
withftanding. 

r And be it further Enated, That Goods, Wares, and Merchandize the 
GooI dS y Growth, Produft, or Manufature of the Countries or Ports withm the 
SCI™ Limits of the exclufive Trade of the faid Company, which Ml have b^e„ 
Great Britain, ; rted into Ireland from Great Britain according to Law, lhall amt may 
be ^exported from Ireland to any Port or Place whatever 
out Duty on p avm ent of any Duty on the Exportation thereof, any thing in any A

thereof in any wife notwithstanding. 
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
